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Residents not convinced merger will improve health care 


Is bigger better? 

That was the crux of a dis¬ 
cussion about the local fam¬ 
ily health team at the Nia- 

nity centre Thursday, before 
a crowd of about 100 people. 

As of April 1, theNiagara-on- 
the-Lake Family Health Team, 
with its 11 doctors, two loca¬ 
tions and 15,000 patients, will 
merge with the Garden City 
Health Team's 15 doctors, five 
locations and 20,000 patients. 

Mary Keith, executive direc¬ 
tor of the St Catharines group 
and head of the new Niagara 
North Family Health Team, 
spoke to residents about the 
ability to increase programs 
and services and improve 
access to them, with more 
locations and flexible sched¬ 
uling. Sharing management 
will increase efficiencies and 
leave more money for pro¬ 
gramming, she added. 

“Maybe there will be strength 
in numbers," she said. 

Discussions of the merger, 


prompted by doctors of both 
health teams who hope to 
improve patient care through 
pooling resources, began a 
year ago, said Keith, showing 
residents a photo of a “dual 
team barbecue" at McFar¬ 
land Park in the summer. 

But several residents disa¬ 
greed that the merger would 
mean better service for 
NOTL patients. 

Sheila Hirsch-Kalm 
expressed her anger that 
patients - the true stakehold¬ 
ers in the family health team, 

informed of the amalgamation 
until it was a “done deal.” 

“We knew nothing about 
this. None of us know how we 
got here,” she said. "I'm mad.” 

Also mentioned was the 
difficulty NOTL patients 
would have accessing serv¬ 
ices and programs offered at 
the St. Catharines locations. 

Other residents was criti¬ 
cal of Thursday's meeting 
because although it spoke 
of new programs and serv¬ 
ices to meet the needs of 
patients, there was no men-

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Councillors not 
sold on Queenston 
townhouses

Plans to build five townhouses 
in the Queenston village by Wil- 
lowbank School of Restoration 
Arts have been scuttled for now 
by the Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

The proposed development on 

land that had been part of the 
former Laura Secord Public 
School. The school had applied 
to the town to rezone the prop¬ 
erty from residential to a desig¬ 
nation that would include multi¬ 
ple dwellings. 

Planning staff recommended 
approval of the application at the 
town’s community and develop¬ 
ment advisory committee Mon¬ 
day. They concluded that the 
zoning request conforms to pro- 

ning policies. 

Councillors expressed con¬ 
cerns about the impact the 
development would have on the 


streetscape of the historic village. 
There are currendy no multi-unit 
dwellings in Queenston. 

Coun. Maria Bau-Coote 
recendy visited the site to look at 
the proposed layout of the build¬ 
ings. She said the development 
appears to be 19 feet closer to 
the sidewalk that what the draw¬ 
ings originally showed. 

“I’m not sure how this solid 
brick building could enhance 
Queenston,” she added. 

Other councillors questioned 
the placement of the garages in 
front of the units, rather than 
behind them. Director of com¬ 
munity and development serv¬ 
ices Craig Larmour said building 
garages in the back yards would 
not be the best use of the prop¬ 
erty as it would eliminate green 

He said the application meets 
guidelines for the Official Plan 
for density following Willow- 
bank’s decision to reduce the 
number of units from six to five. 
Larmour said the plan also aims 


to provide a variety of housing 
types throughout the town. 

After a lengthy discussion, the 
committee decided to defer the 
apphcanon for at least a month. 
Lord Mayor Pat Darte requested 
that a workshop be held that 
would include councillors, plan-

Another staff report would 
then come back to councillors 
for further discussion. Larmour 
said an additional public meet¬ 
ing may be necessary before the 
staff report is completed.
